In the opening of his inaugural, Presi- 
dent Grant says, after taking the oath of 
office as prescribed by the Constitution, he 
will; to the best of his ability. administer 
the Government in accordance therewith 
The office seeking him unsought, he is un- 
trammelled by any pledges. and will try to 
govern to the satisfaction of the people. 
On all questions ot publie polity his views 
will be given to Congress—exercising the 
veto power when he and that body disa- 
gree, at the same time he will execute all 
laws passed over his head. On all subjects 
he will have a policy of his own to recom- 
mend. provided it does not conflict with the 
“will of the people.” We are again some- 
what at a loss, as in his letter accepting the 
nomination, to determine what the Presi- 
dent means by the “ will of the people.“ If
